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NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 15.—The storm 
which developed here yesterday afternoon 
continued throughout the night and a heavy 
wind was still blowing today. The wind 
and rain was general along the coast and 
many trains are belated. Reports from 
Mississippi indicate that much damage has 
been done to small bridges, bathing piers 
and wharves. Some small boats were dam- 
aged, but no lives were lost.

she Was prepared to go transportation en- 
abling her to reach San Francisco, where 
a transport was ready to sail, would be 
promptly forwarded. ‘‘Miss’’ Wadsworth 
repiled that she was prepared to start 
and requested that the transportation be 
directed to an address in a Kansas town, 
where, she explained, she was about to 
pay a visit to friends. Her wishes were 
complied with.

en a wife and mother from her husband and 
children and demanding that she be re- 
turned to her own fireside, forthwith. He 
said the government of the Unied States 
ought not to separate a man and wife.

All of 
these comuhtications describe him as beifig 
heart-broken and they are generally so pa- 
thetic that it has been decided to lay them 
before the secretary of war upon the return 
of that official to Washington. Secretary 
Root can then decide whether Mrs. Wads- 
worth shall be brought back to the United 
States and restored to her husband or per- 
mitted to continue her present occupation 
of imparting knowledge to the Filipinos.

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 15.—F. S. Monnett, House Wrappers— ln this 
former attorney-general of the state, to- 
night addressed several pertinent inquiries 
to Secretary of State Laylin regarding the 
status of the Steel Trust in Ohio, and 
the character of the proposed action by 
the secretary. He has been asked to take 
charge of the fight against the trusts in 
this state by the American Anti-Trust 
League of Washington, and before taking 
any steps tn this direction he naturally 
wishes to know if the state officials intend 
to act. 


He asks if the American Sheet Steel Co., 
the American Tinplate Co., the Federal 
Steel Co., the National Steel Co., the Na- 
tional Tube Co. and the American 8teel 
Wire Co., all of which operate plants in 
this state, have filed with the secretary of 
State sworn statements giving the number 
of shares of authorized capital stock of 
each of such companies, together with the 
number and location of the offices of said 
companies in the state, the names and ad- 
dresses of their agents, the value of prop- 
erty owned and used outside of the state 
and also for a record of.the proportion of 
the capital stock of the companies owned 
and used in their business transactions 
in this state. 

Mr. Monnett calls the attention of the 
secretary to the provisions of the law 
enacted some years ago covering these 
points and making compliance with such 
demands a condition precedent to any for- 
eign company doing business in the state. 
He also asks for the amount of privileged 
or franchised tax paid by each or any of 
such companies upon its capital stock, 
which is required to be paid before it has 
authority to do business, use the courts 
or any of the transportation companies in 
Ohio. He has also asked for the amount 
of excise tax paid by each company and 
the date upon which such tax was paid. 
Mr. Laylin informally stated to Mr. Mon- 
nett that so far as he knew none of the 
companies had complied with anv of these 
conditions, but that as soon as possible 
he would have the records examined and 
would then give him a reply in writing, 
for which Monnett had asked. 

In an interview Mr. Monnett said that 
every euch foreign corporation is liable 
in a civil action for $1000 for everv 30 days 
of default or failure to comply ‘with the 
above requirements. The companies named. 
counting the United States Steel Co. as a 
seventh, would therefore owe the state 
$84,000 in penalties, in addition to the fran- 
chise tax of one-fifth of 1 per cent on the 
capital actually invested in Ohio. which 
would make upward of another $100,000. 

In addition,’ he said, ‘‘there is a crimi- 
nal penalty attached also for the omission 
to comply with the provisions to this sec- 
tion, of a fine of not more than $500 and im- 
prisonment for not more than six months 
or less than 10 days for each day's of- 
fense. As the companies have been operat- 
ing about a year in this state, the state of- 
ficials will have a big summer's work before 
them if they undertake to enforve the let-

In the moments 
when the effects of the chloroform wears 
he raves, striving in every way to

o reach his telegraph . instrument, and 
pleading with those who restrain him to 
permit him to die. 

Greene received orders to send out a 
gravel train on the Minneapolis & Omaha 
road, to pass the fast freight running 
south from Fort Dodge before the latter 
left the yards at Fort Dodge. Subsequently 
he received orders to hold the gravel train 
at Otho until the fast freight passed. 
Through some confusion Greene sent out 
the original order and permitted the gravel 
train to go on. 

Within 4 few moments after the gravel 
train started north from Otho, Greene, in 
running through his messages, discovered 
his mistake. An instant later the operator 
at Fort Dodge received a wild plea to stop 
the fast freight, which was just leaving the 
yards. An effort was made to reach the 
train, but it pulled out with no hint. Then 
followed a series of messages from Greene, 
who was raving in his office, trying to pre- 
vent the collision.

RACE RIOT IN LOUISIANA 


THREE NEGROES WERE FLOGGED 
AND RELEASED. 


Sheriff Henderson’s Nerve‘ and His 
Automatic Colt Were Too Much 
for the Mob When He 
Hurried Up. 


NEW IBERIA, La., Aug. 15.—A good 
sized race riot broke out on Jefferson's is- 
land yesterday evening, and but for the 
timely arrival of Sheriff Henderson and 
Deputy Stafford one negro would at least 
have gone to another world. 

The first news of the trouble reached the 
city about 4 o'clock, it then being reported 
that two negroes had been shot and killed 
and three others were in the hands of a 
mob, who were taking them to the woods 
to swing them into eternity. Sheriff Hen- 
derson and Deputy Stafford started toward 
the scene of the trouble and arrived at 
Delcombre’s store, near the island, and 
learned that there had been serious trouble 
between the whites and blacks, and that at 
that moment a mob of 50 men had gene tn 
the direction of Lee Station, on the iberia 
& Vermilion railroad, with four negroes, 
who they had said they would hang to the 
first tree. 

The sheriff and deputy started in a rush 
towards Lee Station, about four miles dis- 
tant. .By the time the officers reached the 
crossing darkness had fallen, and they 
could hardly see the road. Just at this 
time they fell in with a young man who 
led them to where the men were collected 
under an oak, under which stood a horse 
with a negro on his back, with his hands 
bound and a rope already around his neck. 
Seeing that there was not a moment to 
lose, Henderson and _ “Stafford rushed 
through the circle with drawn weapons, 
calling on the mob to fall back, which most 


of them did, having a wholesome respect 
for Sheriff Henderson's courage and skill 
with his pistol. 

Two of the mob who showed a disposi- 
tion to resist, one saying he would rather 
die than give up the negro, were coolly an- 
swered by Henderson.

Then it was learned that 
the mob, after reaching the woods, had 
stripped three, and, tying them to trees, 
gave them good floggings and let them go, 
warning them not to ever return to Jeffer- 
son’s Island. They had then proceeded with 
he hanging of the fourth, and had only been 
prevented by the timely arrival of the 
sheriff. Upon examination it was discov- 
ered that the man was rather badly wound- 
ed, a 38-caliber bullet having broken his 
right shoulder and a buckshot lodged in the 
side of his forehead. The man was brought 
to town and turned over to Deputy Coroner 
William J. Emmer. When seen late.- last 
night Sheriff Henderson gave the following 
account of the trouble: 
“The trouble originated last Wednesday, 
when the negroes, who have been exceed- 
ingly insolent in that part of the coun- 
try, went to extremes and had some 
trouble with some of the whites at Del- 
combre’s store. Yesterday a number of 
prominent white men went to the board- 
ing house, where Tom Brown and his three 
nephews were living, with the intention of 
whipping Brown's nephew. Brown, it ap- 
pears, was off in the field at the time, but 
made haste to come home, arriving there 
at full gallop of his horse, | fae down, 
secured his shotgun and red on the 
whites, who very promptly returned the 
fire. Brown ran up in the loft and re- 
mained there some time, and @nally sur- 
rendered. T men then took Brown and 
his nephews, ‘one of them Dudley Brown, 
who was shot in the neck, and proceeded 
to Lee Station, about three miles from the 
scene where the shooting took. place. On 
the way they stopped, and stripping two of 
the nephews of Brown, administered a 
good w ipping and let them, as well as the 
other, who was shot in the neck, loose.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 15.—Minne- 
sota is a sugar beet state. 
Gustav Theden, president of the Minne- 


sota Sugar Co., stated yesterday that the | 
sugar beet crop this year will more than | 
double any previous year. Over 50,000 tons | 
of beets will be harvested before Sept. 16. 
In no other year has more than 22,000 tons 
been harvested. Speaking of the remark- 
able success of the sugar beet venture, Mr. 
Theden said: ; 

“The industry is a success. We now 
know that to a certainty because we have 
taken time to find out and have gotten past 
the experimental stage. Farmers all over 
the state would do well to raise sugar 
beets, particularly in the southern part. 
I think it is only a question of a few years 
when the beets will form one of the staple 
products of the Northwest. We have the 
climate and the soil and all the necessary 
facilities. 

The Minnesota sugar factory will begin 
operations this year, Sept. 16, and will run 
for five months, steady, day and night. We 
intend to do a very large business, though I j 
cannot say just how much sugar 50,000 tons | 
of beets will produce: Almost any terri- | 
tory in the atate is good enough.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 15.—Five can- 
vas mail bags, filled with silks,  setin, 
cloaks, shoes, jewelry and almost every ar- 
ticle represented in the stock of an up-to- 
date department store were recefved at the 
rooms of the postoffice inspectors in the 
federal building and will be immediately 
forwarded to the dead letter office in Wash- 
ington. The property is valued at several 
hundred dollars and wiien it is sold by auc- 
tion in Washington, six months from now, 
the last chapter in the history of a remark- 
able star route robbery will be closed.

Indian Territory 70 per cent of the stolen 
property. 

The male members of the family who wefe 
involved in the robbery are now in prison. 
They had concealed the goods in three dif- 
ferer.t counties tn the district where they 
operated and the purpose was to open a 
general store in Roger Mills County in the 
western part of Oklahoma. They had accu- 
mulated enough property to make a good 
start when the government officers put an 
end to their operations.

Col, Cabrera, Almost Aguinaldo’s Suc- 
cessor, Taken Prisoner by 
Lieut. Grant. 


MANILA, Aug. 15.—Second Lieut. Walter 
S. Grant of the Sixth Cavalry, while scout- 
ing with a detachment near Taal, Batangas 
province, has made what the military au- 
thorities consider to be the most important 
capture since Aguinaldo was made prisoner 
Grant captured Col. Martin Cabrera, his 
adjutant and six other insurgents. Cabrera 
had been growing in power for some time. 
He controlled all the insurgents in south- 
ern Batangas and also those westward of 
the city of Batangas. 

Col Panganiban, a’ captain and 20 men 
with 26 rifles and considerable ammunition, 
have surrendered to Lieut. Smith of the 
Twentieth Infantry, near Luzos. They 
formed a portion of Gen. Malvar’s com- 
mand. After taking the oath of allegiance 
they were released. 


Capt. Policarpio, a lIeutenant and five 
men from the Sixth company of Malvar’s 
command also subrendered to Col. Baldwin, 
refusing at the same time payment for 
their rifles and revolvers, and saying that 
they surrendered for peace and not for 
money.

CAKES AND HOW TO MAKE TCM, 


‘CAKE MAKING.—Where butter is used 
it must be thoroughly creamed first, the 
sugar added gradually—powdered sugar 
preferably—the flour sifted with the baking 
tot cg the yolks of the eggs added to the 
utter and sugar, the whole beaten until 
very light; the water or milk measured, 
and the whites of the eggs beaten. Add 
first a little milk, then flour, then milk, 
then flour, until both are used. Beat vigor- 
ously and then fold in, or cut in, or stir in, 
carefully, the well-beaten whites of the 
eggs. 2 


BRIDE’S CAKE.—Soften without melting 
half a pound of butter; beat until light and 
creamy; .add gradually half a pound of 
powdered sugar and beat again for five 
minutes. Sift half a pound of flour three 
times with two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der. Measure half a cupful of milk; add a 
little of.the milk to the mixture and a little 
of the flour until the whole has been added. 
Beat for about ten minutes, then stir in 


eggs. @ teaspoonful of extract of 
orange, a°teaspoonful of rose and a few 
drops of bitter almond; also some almonds 


‘btanched; dried and- chopped. 


POUND CAKE,.—Separate 10 eggs; beat 
the whites until they are light, and the 
volks until creamy; then mix the two to- 


gether and beat again. Cream one pound 
of washed butter, adding gradually a pound 
of granulated sugar. Sift a pound of pastry 
flour. Add to the butter and sugar a little 
of the egg. a little of the flour, and so con- 
tinue until the whole is well mixed. After 
the last of the egg has been added beat 
continuously with a wire beater, if possible, 
for 15 minutes. Turn into a poundcake pan 
that has been lined with paper, and bake 
in a very moderate oven for from two to 
three. hours. 


SPONGE CAKE.—Weigh 12 eggs and 
measure out their weight in powdered su- 
gar and half their weight in flour.

THE ALLOTMENT OF LANDS I5 
NOW GOING ON. 


Wrong Impression Prevailing in the 
East Regarding Marriage of White 
Men and Indian Women—No 
Squaw Men. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 13.—A. L. 
Aylesworth, secretary of the Dawes com- 
mission to the five civilized Indian tribes, 
with headquarters at Muskogee, I. T.., 
while in this city said: 

“The commission is busy hearing citizen- 
ship claims,” said he. “Of the five tribes 
no agreement as to the allotment of lands 
has yet been made with the Cherokees, and 
claimants to citizenship in that tribe are 
consequently still appearing before the 
commission. The Choctaws and Chickasaws 
have made a treaty with the United States, 
but have set no date for closing the citizen- 
ship rolls. 

“The Creek nation is the only one in 
which the opening of Indian lands js as- 
sured. The allotment there is under way, 
and it 1s only a question of a short time 
until citizens of the United States can gO 
in there and buy property. 

“The work of the Dawes commission is 
nothing more or less than the settlin up 
of a vast estate. There are about 000 
bonafide citizens of. the five tribes and 
each is an heir to a share of the estate. I 
may be pessimistic, but basing my opinion 
on my experience with the work, I believe 
the time of throwing the Indian territory 
wide open to white settlement, which can 
only come with the final settlement with 
the gg: is dP oy off.

“There are approximately 400,000 people in 
the Indian ne today. Four out of 
five of these are United States citizens. 
In the Creek nation there are 14,000 Indl- 
ans, and only about 5000 of them are full- 
bloods, the others having a half, quarter, 
eighth or sixteenth Indian blood in their 
veins. Intermarriage with the whites is 
‘not recognized in the Creek nation and 
there are no ‘squaw men’ on the citizen- 
ship rolls. Despite the fact the popular 
error that the man who married an In- 
dian girl would come in for a share of the 
mission headquarters we receive letters 
daily from “Young men in the East, many 
of them physicians, lawyers and tin other 

rofessions, asking for information regard- 
ng the matter. Some of them are so little 
interested in the details that they ask us 
to pick out wives for them among the In- 
dian girls. 

In the Creek nation each citizen has 
been alloted 160 acres, the value to average 

50 an acre. Of this he is obliged to keep 
40 acres as a homestead, but just as soon 
as the secretary of the interior issues the 
deeds to the property the Indian owner will 
be permitted to sell the remaining 120 acres 
of his allotment. How soon this will be is 
a matter of conjecture, but it will mark 
a new era for the Indian country.’’

BURIED IN A SHALLOW GRAVE 


Ordinary Treatment of Those Unfor- 
tunate Enough to Die During 
the Log Drives in Maine. 


BANGOR, Me., Aug. 15.—The finding of 
the body of a man in a grave at Sunk 
Hole, six miles above Grindstone Falls, on 
the west branch of the Penobscot river, 
has brought to light a condition of affairs 
that is causing indignation throughout 
Maine. The body was that of a river 
driver who. had been buried: in a shallow 


grave. The grave had not proved suffi- 
cient: protection against wild animals. 
Each year many men are drowned or die

that bovine -tuberculosis cannot be com- 
municated to human beings is now being 
tested under the direction of the Chicago 
health department. Several men are now 
undergoing the experiment of inoculation 
under the diréction of Dr. Reiley, the act- 
ing commissioner of health. 

The experiment is made with skin tuber- 
culosis—lupus—a form of the disease which 
is curable and controllable. Just as satis- 
factory a test, ft is asserted by Dr. Reilly, 
can be secured by inoculating the skin of 
a human being with baccilus from the anil- 
mal as could be obtained from experiments 
with the pulmonary tuberculosis, The one 
is feasible, because it does not endanger 
life. Because the other does, it is regarded 
as impracticable. 

The volunteers have been inoculated with 
the germs obtained from the infected cows. 
Their condition a few weeks hence, it is 
thought, will definitely show if Dr. Koch's 
theory is correct. 

Dr. Reilly, in speaking of this experiment, 
said several offers had been obtained from 
persons willing to subject themselves to in- 
oculation with the more serious species of 
bovine tuberculosis, but that fortunately 
these offers would not need to be accepted. 

One volunteer, who hails from Michigan, 
offered himself as a subject without re- 
quiring an annuity for his family. The 
proposal was referred to the corporation 
counsels and precipitated a discussion of 


the liability for damages in case of a fatal 
termination to the test. Corporation Coun- 
sel Walker finally advised the health of- 
ficials not to accept the Michigan man’s 
offer, The city would be held responsible, 
Mr. Walker said, for the death of the sub- 


ject. 
The decision put an end to any plans the 


city might have undertaken for a test of 


the theory in pulmonary tuberculosis.
